He alighted in Lyons at 5:31 p. m., having 
covered the 104 milee tn exactly two hours 
and eleven minutes. In one instance he went 
four miles in three minutes, and on reaching 
Rochester, sixty-nine miles from Buffalo, he 
went around the outskirts of the city so fast 
that people standing on office buildings could 
pot get more than a glimpse of him. 


Aviator Races with Train. 

A train which left Buffalo at the same 
time Atwood did ran in sight of the aeroplane 
aimost all the way to Rochester, but arrived 
there eighteen minutes after the aviator had 
passed around the city and had disappeared 
in the east. The train, however, had made 


a stop en route. 

Atwood is now 385 miles from New York, 
having made almost three-fourths, of the 
12% mile fight. By Tuesday night he hopes 
st reach Albany and on Wednesday in a 
one day flight down the Hudson river ex- 
pects to break the world’s record for dis- 
tence and finish his trip, landing at Coney 
Island in New York before sundown. For 
the 930 miles already covered he has been 
actuallyein the air 19 hours and 58 minutes. 

Atwood will have broken the world’s long 
distance record when he flies along the Hud- 
son south of Albany at a point between 
Greendale and Rhinecliff. At Rhinecliff he 
, will have flown 1,177 miles, or just thirteen 
miles more than the present record of 1,164 
miles, won by European aeronauts in fights 
ever Germany. 

to Beat Time Record Also. 

His flying time he expects will be ten 
days, as compared to thirty days taken by 
the present record holders, At the finjsh 
the Bostonian, in distance, will have broken 
the world’s record by 101 miles 

Bighteen towns and villages saw the 
aviator today as he swept over them, some- 
times flying as low as 150 feet, so he could 
read the names of the railroad stations as 
ne passed. A few miles out of Buffalo, where 
he ascended from a race track ine breeze 
off the lake 80 strong that it carried him 
arouné in Gifeles of a mile before he coud 
get, hip speed, Atwood struck put eastward 
over the New York Ceftral failroad tracks, 
which are to fix his course all the way to 
New York.

PLANS FOR TAFT’S WESTERN TRIP. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 20.—Plans for 
President Taft’s ¢oming trip through the 
west and to the Pacific coast practically 
were completed today. He will be on the 
road about forty days. 

The journey will be almost as extensive as 
that taken by the president on his famous 
“gwing around the circle,’ in 1909, when 
he traveled more than 13,000 miles and vis- 
ited thirty-three states, He will break ground 
for ‘the Panama canal exposition at San 
Francisco, make many addresses, and at- 
tempt to soale the 14,000 feet of Mount Rain- 
ier’s precipitous slope. 

According to the present arrangement the 
president will be gone six weeke. In that 
time it is expected that he will make close to 
two hundred speeches from platforms, from 
the rear end of his privte car, and at other 
places not on the regular schedule. 

The president probably will leave Beverly 
Sept. 12, returning east about Nov. 1. He 
will go west through Iowe, Kansas, Nebrae- 
ka, Colorado, and Nevada to the coast. Most 
of the big cities in these states, including 
Des Moines, Kansas City, Omaha, Denver, 
and Salt Lake, will be visited, but the plans 
for the trip contemplate stops at scores of 
emalier places. 

From California the president will go north 
to Portland and Seattle. Three days are to 
be spent in Washington state, and the route 
eastward will allow him to stop in Idaho, 
Montana, the Dekotas, and Minnesota. 


Taft Walks Far to Find Open Church. 
President Taft went looking for an open 
church today and had « hard time finding 
one. 
With Secretary of War Stimson anda}. 
Butt the president started out today shortly 
before 11 o'clock. They strolled through 
Lafayette square and up Fourteenth street 
to the church where the president usually at- 
tends. The doers were closed, 

“Well have to go over to Mrs. Taft's 
churoh, I guess,’’ said the president. 

Back they walked to H street, just across 
Lafayette square from the White House to 
the church where Mrs. Teft worehips when 
she is in Washington. It dliso was closed 
and the trio of distinguished churchgoers 
finally turned in the direction of the Church 
of the Epiphany. Services were in progress 
and ushers in a few minutes found seats for 
the three. 

Many ef Washington's prominent churches 
held omly one service each Sunday during 
the hot months. In such churches theservice 
ie usually held at night. The president had 
forgotten about the custom. 

Taft Lunches with Leaders. 

President-Taft was the guest of honor at

AMERICAN PATENT MEDICINES 
SHOW BIG GAIN IN EXPORTS. 


Nearly $7,000,000 Worth of Proprie- 
tary Remedies Sent Out from United 
States During Last Year. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 20—[{Special.}— 
Nearly $7,000,000 worth of “ patent medi- 
cines '' were exported from the United States 
im the last year, and for the decade the ag- 
gregate @mounts to more than $50,000,000 

These figures, as compiled from the official 
records of the bureau of statistics, include 
only that class of «exports designated as 
“ mecicine, patent and proprietary,’ of 
which the exports in 1911 were $6,783,020 to 
foreign countries, and more than $250,000 
worth to the noncontiguous territories of the 
United States, and do not include the nu- 
merous articles exported for use in the prep- 
aration of medicines, such ag ginseng, which 
amounts to more than a million dollars an- 
mally, roots, barks, and herbs, and other 
articles of this character. 

The popularity of American medicines 


years ago the value of the exports of “ pat- 
ent or proprietary medicines’ amounted to 
jess than $2,000,000 a year. In 1900 the 
total was only $6,000,000. 

All the world; it seems, takes American 
medicines, for the countries and colonies to 
Which the $7,000,000 worth of “ medicines.

numbered eighty, scattered over every grand

He did say that he could be in a position to 
talk at greater length and to better purpose 
some time this afternoon after he had be- 
come reacclimated to the Chicago and IIlt- 
nois atmosphere. 

Minister Calhoun was asked whether or 
not he intended to return to China. He 
said that he did. 

One statement which was.made with ve- 
hemence by Mr. Calhoun was that he be- 
lieves implicitly in the veto power of the 
president of the United States as one of 
the fundamental! provisions of the constitu- 
tion. 

Upholds Taft’s Veto Power. 

This flat footed declaration came by way 
of answer to a query as to what might be 
Mr. Calhoun’s opinion concerning the recent 
tariff vetoes of President Taft. 

“IT am thoroughly in favor of the pogses- 
sion of the veto power by the president,” 
said Minister Calhoun with a courtly smile 
and without reservation. 

Mr. Calhoun was pressed for an inkling 
of any political conversations which he might 
have had with W ton offielaldom, but 
he consistently replied that he hed nothing to 
say whatever on state politics or any other 
variety of political proposition. 

It is Mr. Calhoun’s intention to seinen in 
Chicago and vicinity for at least a month. 
He stopped at the Chicago olub last night 
and will join his wife in Winnetka today. 


Murphy Would Be Governor.

Suggests Rules Revision. 

If this were only fully understood, I feel 
sure that much of the prejudice now existing 
“against boxing would be removed. But new 
conditions and fresh points have arisen and 
the original ideas of my father are by no 
means carried ouf.

Now as the 
result of hard work I figure I have worked myself 
to the point where I will be able to stand the 
grueling just as well as the Russian. I know he 
is sirong, but I also know that he does not use 
his etrength to the best advantage. I discovered 
that he wasted a lot of it In our first match three 


years ago and I do not think that he has improved 
sufficiently since to overcome that fault. 


Fails to Use Strength. 

“Now let me tell you a thing or two that 
I found out then. I gave him credit for great 
strength in the first place, but he showed me that 
he did not know how to use it. There were only 
a few minutes that he allowed himeelf to con- 
serve his strength. Those were when wé stopped 
to argue and not one of those rests amounted 
to ahy more than three minutes. At all other 
times in that long struggle of nearly two hours 
his muscles were set with tenseness. 

‘The net result of all this was that he tired 
himself out and had he been in the ring alone 
that night and held hie muscles d4¢ he did for a 
short time longer he would have exhausted him- 
self. Of course, at the time I did not realize 
all this, but I learned it as we went along and 
when I did heave him on his back it really wasn® 
the hardest thing In the world to do. I’m only 
sorry that I didn't know it before or that match 
never would have gone the length it did go. 

‘When we meet on Labor day the knowledge I 
gained two years ago will be of the greatest benefit 
in the world to me, for the reason that I will not 
hesitate to attack as I want to. I will not have 
to play it safe this time, for I know myself and 
without boasting I want to say that I believe 
in myself thoroughly.

The people of Elgin remembered that the 
cavalry colors are yellow, and among the 
10,000 persors who greeted’ the regiment were 
hundreds of girls and women with yellow 
ribbons and yellow flowers pinned to their 
shirt wetsts. 

Military routine will begin this morning 
with regimental! drill. It will be a hard week 
for mary of the cavalrymen, as 60 per cent 
of the regiment is composed of recruits.

lishman in That Singing 
and Playing Benefit Cows, 


ONCE USED AN ACCORDION 


Another Fears It Might Frighten 
Them Unless Notes Are 
Soft and Slow. 


Chicago dairymen are divided on the ques- 
tion as to whether the charms of music pro- 
vide a safeguard against the possibilities of 
future milk famines, as suggested by J. W. 
Gatcombe, dairyman extraordinary of Lon- 
gon, England. ‘ 

“A cow is a far more intelligent animal 
than one would think,’’ said Mr. Gatcombe, 
in a cablegram published yesterday. ‘Cows 
are much attracted and comforted by the 
sound of singing, and even whistling, if bar- 
moniocus, pieases them. Singing and instru- 
mental music have the same effect upon a 
cow as upon a baby. The cow will become 
happy and contented and as a result will yield 
more milk.’ 


Says They Like Good Music, 

Mrs. John O. Connor, 2848 East One Hun- 
dred and Sixth street, South Chicago, speak- 
ing from thirty years’ experience as a cow- 
keeper and dairy maid, corroborated the 
English authority. 

‘Furthermore, Mrs. Connor asserted she 
was demonstrating the practicability of her 
theories ten years ago by having her son 
piay an accordion while her half hundred 
cows were being milked. Mrs, Connor was 
at one time the proprietor of one of the larg- 
est dairy farms in Ilinois. 

“Cows like music,”’ said Mrs. Connor, 

“but they like good music. They become 
excited if anything jars on them. A good 
Irish reel will excite them a bit, but who 
wouldn't be dancing with an Irish ree! hum- 
ming in their ears? 
‘Cows must be treated right or they won't 
give good milk. Music doesn't frighten 
them unless it’s too loud. Cows don't iike 
a shrill whistie, but they'll stand all day 
and listen to a flute.’’ 


Fears It Might Frighten Them. 

Although admitting that he had never ex- 
perimented with his bovine bread winners, 
Lewis Bailey, another prominent dairyman, 
opposed the idea of cultivating the musical 
instincts of “‘ bossy "’ on theoretical grounds 
CoWs, he admitted, are sympathetic, but for 
that reason music frightens them. 
“If the music were slow and sweet or far 
away, the cow might be charmed with it,”’ 
eays Mr. Balley. “ The musical notes of a 
bugle or cowherd's horn will round up a herd 
of cows, because distance lends charm tothe 
notes, but It seems to me that music at short 
range would frightea rather than soothe the 
animals.”’
